I played in the IOTA contest last night and made 27 Q's, all 5w pep SSB. 
Most of those Island stations and many new countries for me at 5 watts. Now 
to go and find a list of the IOTA island numbers and figure out where the

Rather than backpack my load of stuff, I used my handtruck to haul my 
station up to our Field Day site. It's about a city block long uphill push. 
Card table, folding chair, small battery, three 5w solar panels, antenna 
launcher, antenna, lunch and water. Oh yeah, K2 #412 also. 


One shot with the launcher put the 20m dipole center up about 40 ft. TI had 
enough string to pull the ends out for a very shallow inverted V. Good old 
cheap 300 ohm twinlead for the feeder. Brought both my 1:1 and 4:1 baluns. 
Unfortunately the 4:1 is in an Altoids tin, and needs a BNC cable to connect 
to the rig. Guess what I forgot to bring :-) Oh, well, the 1:1 has a 
captive lead with BNC connector on it, so I went with it and managed ok. 
Best match was on 40m at 1.5:1. 20m and 15m were just at 2:1, so that was 
good enough.

I did adequately, anyway. Got 6 QSO on 40m, 34 on 20m and 16 on 15m. Total 
of 29 BB, so figures to 4872 points. We'll see how this holds up in 
comparison with others.

Southwest QRPers got the first views of two new QRP items. 


Straight from Lobstercon, Doug Hendricks, KI6DS, had a Rock-Mite from Dave 
Benson's Small Wonder Labs. This is a rig that sets a new standard for what 
one can put in an Altoids tin! The Rock Mite is a crystal controlled 
transceiver, with 2 selectable frequencies, a built in keyer, and a super 
selective crystal filter front end to overcome potential SW broadcast 
interference. Available now on 7040, I can't wait to get a 30 M version. I 
predict Dave will sell a lot of these. 


The second item is a small iambic paddle from Doug, KI6RIE. It is small; 
about 2 inches long by 1.25 inches wide, made from anodized aluminum, with 
very smooth bearings. It has a very nice feel and the tension and spacing 
are independently adjustable. It is a nice looking paddle, even my wife 
commented on how nice it looks. The base has two holes tapped 1.200 inches 
apart for mounting. At $49.95 it is a very good buy, and is ideal for 
portable use. I will use mine with my K-1. It comes in anodized blue, but 
Doug says he will probably have other colors available in the future. A 
black or "Elecraft" gray would be very nice. This is a very large step up 
from the inexpensive WhiteRook and Padellete paddles at not much more money. 
It is less expensive than the Palm Paddle with as good a feel, and is 
American made to boot. I predict Doug will sell a lot of these. 


Besides the paddle, I bought a NIR-12 digital filter to add to my 
collection. I can hardly wait to try it out. 


Tony Fishpool, Graham Firth and their spouses were honored guests. We went 
to the Beaver Strees Brewery for supper on Friday. The English myth of 
inferior American beer was laid to rest. I am a beer evangelist. The food is 
pretty good as well. Ginger and I had a nice chat over supper with Tony and 
Ruth, about Henry Potter, Star Trek, and West Wing among other topics. 


Tony and Graham gave their excellent technical talk, this time about 
inexpensive test gear, punctuated with jokes of all sorts, some 
understandable by Americans, some not, some funny and some not.

Paul Harden 
explained propagation and solar effects. The QRP both was manned throughout 
the day by enthusuastic volunteers.

CDs.

I have a 500 and have found it to be a fine radio. It got hammered in a 
ARS review and the ARRL reviews of the 1600 and 900 were only somewhat 
positive. The 500 is a very sensitive and clean sounding radio. I like 
radios that are easy to listen to over the long haul and this is one. It 
does have the same synthesizer type noise as the DSW some of the time. 
I find it to be direct and straightforward to operate. The variable 
filter works quite well and provides better selectivity than the 500Hz 
filter on my Icom. The dual display takes some getting used to, but it 
is a nice feature. Running split is particularly easy and well thought 
out. You simply cannot make the common mistake of transmitting on the 
DX's freq. I have found the SSB performance to be quite amazing. It 
seems to have great punch, and I have worked some serious DX with it on 


SSB. Seems to work fine on CW and while they don't say much about QSK, 
it is close to TenTec rigs. Compared to most mid priced rigs, when you 
turn on the preamp the background hash remains down and the signal 
becomes stronger/louder/clearer which indicates to me the receiver is 
solid. Construction quality is very good and my understanding is they 
are working on some dual band modules. It has a distinctly different 
look and fee compared to the typical ham rigs, but that is not a bad 
thing. I have only used the keyboard features a little bit so cannot 
comment on them except to say it works as stated. It is not perfect and 
has a few rough edges, but overall it is a nice radio and easily worth 
the price.

Hi Jerry, probably the low profile on this reflector is because 
there is a lot of building of both kit and scratch rigs. And 

if a rig performs like it is supposed to do, then there is not 
much room to complain, but instead just enjoy the rig. 


You might want to go to http://www.eham.net and read 
some of the comments there also. There is an evaluation 
up on the Adventure Radio Society website, it is not 
complementary to the rig. Do some research and form 
your own opinion. 


I bought and received a Patcomm PC-500 the day before 

Field Day. Had only a few minutes to check it out then it 
went to FD for some very interesting evaluations. Rig is 

a 2 band module unit and I have 40, 20, and 15 meters. 

To keep this short, on SSB at 5 watts output and a 40 meter 
horizontal delta loop at 15 feet, working 20 meter SSB was 
not a challenge. The audio is crisp and the variable filter works 
way better than I had expected. On CW the break-in, 
variable filter, and even the two speed tuning were more 
than expected and worked great. The down side of taking 
this rig to FD was too much playing and seeing what it 
would do and how well it operated, instead of grinding for 


points. To give you an idea of the tight front end, there 
was an extended 20 meter zepp antenna end that was 

about 18 to 20 feet right over my rig and both stations 
were able to operate on 20 meters at the same time 

with one on CW and the other on SSB. The other rig 

was a K2, they both seemed to have the same tight 

front end. Occasionally you would hear the other 

rig but not to the extent that it was blanking out the 
receiver as was the case with the K2 also. 


My intended use was for backup in the shack, mobile and 
portable since everything else in the shack is homebrew. 
Plans have now changed, another PC-500 is going to be 
bought and used in the mobile. So for the price it is very 
hard to beat, receiver performance is better than the 
NE602 front end based rigs plus you get CW, SSB, 

and PSK31. 


As far as worrying about getting an orphan, look at some 
of the rigs that have been sold and now parts availability 
has virtually made them orphans, and the companies 

are still going strong. I would suggest you calling Frank 
at Patcomm and visit with him about the rigs. He is a 

busy guy but he will take the time to talk to you.

>different on 80m. The important dimension in this case isn't the length,

Exactly true, however the benefit to this length/design is that unlike the 
102 or 125 and greater lengths, the 88 ft. will still provide the dual-lobe 
pattern on 20m and all bands in between, given appropriate height above 
ground. 


If the antenna is supposed to be a single band, the go for the resonant 
dipole, but for multi band use, Cebik makes an excellent case for the 88 ft 
length. Long enough for 80, short enough to keep the pattern simple on 20. 


And, as Cebik points out, antenna performance is all about pattern control 
and radiation efficiency.

I read the article with much interest. The 50 wpm referenced in an earlier 
post is (I believe) the typing/character rate. Digital voice transmissions 
would have to be sampled. 


Let's assume a low-quality voice transmission sampled (converted to digital) 
at 2,000kHz (that would be 2,000 samples per second -- very minimal 
quality). If we assume best case, that somehow we can cram each sample into 
one bit (not terribly likely!), then we'd have 2,000 bits of information per 
second to send (assuming no overhead!). A baud is (if I recall my Advanced 
class exam material correctly) a measure of bits per second, so PSK31 runs 
31.25 bits per second. 


So, if I wanted to send audio over a PSK31 link, it would take a little over 
a minute to send each second of audio. 


Compression will help some, but at the expense of an already extremely low 
quality. 


Also recall that speed and bandwidth are related. I don't have the 
reference in front of me, but I believe the bandwidth and speed are directly 
related and in the same proportion -- as the speed (baud rate) increases, so 
does the bandwidth.

Patcomm is definatly the underdog of ham radio equipment. Seems everyone 
has a FT817 or a K1/2 thingie. I bought a Patcomm 9000 last Christmas. I 
wanted a reasonably small, but not too small rig, primarly for SSB work. 
The price was very attractive for a 160-6M rig and liked the arry of 
features it had. All in all, I like the rig and am happy with it, though 
it does have some quirks. I know there are at least a few qrp-l members who 
bought the PC-500 dual band version and are happy with it. 


As for the long term viability of the company, who can tell? They have been 
around for awhile, maybe 8-10 years now? If something in the rig did die, 
it would have to be sent back for repair, or at least a board swap done.

I remember reading about development of a military radio system that used a 
similar technique - messages were entered as voice phonemes (i.e. the 
individual sounds that could be created by a Speak & Spell chip). Since 
there are a limited number (less than 100) of phonemes, a spoken word could 
be reduced to a few bytes - about as many as the same word printed in text. 
A voice message (i.e. “Advance 2 km north and wait for further orders") 
would be transmitted multiple times as a burst of VHF data straight up, 


relying on meteor scatter to bounce it back down to the ground. It was 
Similar to NVIS, but the VHF carrier allowed a higher data rate since 
meteor trails don't last long. 


The short bursts and vertical paths made the transmissions almost 
impossible to track to the source unless an enemy aircraft happened to fly 
right through the upward bound beam. The range and reliability was pretty 
good, too - at (I believe) 300 km a ten-second spoken message would be 
delivered with 90% reliability within 5 seconds and with 99% reliability 
within 30 seconds. (Figures are reproduced from memory - which means 
they're wrong, but within an order of magnitude of the correct values.) 


This was all in the mid-80's, too, when battlefield computers weren't 
considered to be man-portable devices.

qth.com appear to be down. The alternate URL - 
http: //www.qth.com/patcommradio/ - is working. 


So, back to the original question - why do people have so little to say 
about the Patcomm rigs (especially the PC-500, which is the one that is 
most on-target for QRP-L)? First, as was already pointed out, there is a 
strong focus on building here, so an assembled radio gets less 
attention. Second, there is also a strong focus on field operations, and 
the Patcomm is not ideal for that - the receive power consumption is too 
high (750ma, though it can be decreased to 600ma by turning off the 
meter and LCD backlights). 


The folks who like polished appliances, like the ones that Yaecomwood 
makes, are likely to be put off by the appearance of the Patcomm radios. 
To my eye, they look like garage-shop designs. (I'm talking strictly 
about the visual appearance of the radios here, not the circuit designs, 
which I have not seen, nor the operational ergonomics.) 


Finally, there was the negative review of the PC-500 by the Adventure 
Radio Society. Though if one of the eham.net reviews is correct, the 
radio that ARS reviewed was defective. All the reviews of the PC-500 on 
eham seem to be positive; the PC-9000 has also been well received there 
(but it lacks full break-in, which may discourage some people here). 
Opinion is more mixed on the deluxe Patcomm, the PC-16000A. QST has 
reviewed the PC-9000 and PC-16000A, both of which appear to have some 
problems with transmit spectral purity (high IMD and near-carrier 
noise), but not the PC-500.

Hello Marv, 


Before I found a matching 208 CW filter for my Argo 509, I used an old MFJ 
CWF-2 active audio filter. 


It's actually a little better than the Ten-Tec 208 as the MFJ design 
includes a third position (80 hz). This also what the 208-A filter supplies 
for the Argo 515. 


Most of the CWF-2's are centered on about 750 hz, but not all of them. One 
that I found was centered on 600 Hz! And, I get a little ringing from 
time-to-time in the tightest position but it's bearable when trying to pull 
out a weak one. 


The CWF-2's can usually be picked up cheap at hamfests, i.e. $5.00 and 
down. The internal 9V battery and/or circuit board (hot glued) has usually 
broken loose and rattles around noisily inside - always a good bargaining 
point. I've probably bought around fifteen of these things over the years 
and absolutely every one worked. 


You can use the CWF-2 outboard with the Argo. But, the audio output is past 
the AGC loop so xpect some pumping on strong signals, unless you back off 
on the RF gain to about the 10:00 position. 


There is a nice article in the January 1977 issue of CQ Magazine by WORSP 
that describes how to insert a CWF-2 into the Argo's audio chain. It 
duplicates the arrangement for the matching 208 filter. I did this for an 
Argo 505 and the 509. The MFJ filter worked great in both installations. 


The CWF-2 runs on 9 to 12V. It will eat a fresh 9V battery if you leave it 
on a couple of days. This is not much of a concern using a 4Ahr gel-cell or 
an AA pack but I have a bad habit of leaving the &%$# things on! 


The performance from the old LM747 IC's is pretty decent and that's what 
counts. I recently added a CWF-2 to a portable station built around a 
DSW-20 and it works just fine. The latter has no AGC in the traditional 
sense (audio clipper instead) so just adding at the output is easy to do. 


W5QJM (now K5QLF) did a fine piece for the April 1987 issue of the QRP 
Quarterly about adding an 8-pole Ten-Tec 217 xtal CW filter to the Argo 
515. While I have not tried it, I assume the design could be adapted to the 


Argo 509. 


I believe Vectronics/MFJ still sells the CWF-2 in kit form but the product 

code is different now. Every so often the filters go on sale and for $12-15 
(normally about $20) and they are still a very good deal. Guessing here on 

the numbers but think I'm close. 


Hope this is of some help to you, Marv and best of luck on finding the 208 
filter. All those Ten-Tec cream/wood panel boxes look mighty good on top of 
an Argo 509. The latter is still one of my very favorite rigs - warm & 
fuzzy stuff! 


After a year, I'm still looking for a 206-A crystal calibrator to go with 
my 515. Half the fun is in the chase - they tell me! <g>

The folks who like polished appliances, like the ones that Yaecomwood 
makes, are likely to be put off by the appearance of the Patcomm 
radios. To my eye, they look like garage-shop designs. (I'm talking 
strictly about the visual appearance of the radios here, not the 
circuit designs, which I have not seen, nor the operational ergonomics.

A fair comment about the appearance. In some ways it has a TenTec "look" 
about it. The front panel really is nice although admittedly looks very 
different from typical Yaecomwood rig. The controls have a nice 
"industrial" feel to them which some may or may not like and the tuning 
knob is heavy metal with nice finger dimple and serrated outer edge for 
precise tuning. Until you get used to the variable tuning rate you 
think the selectivity is poor when you tune slowly as it seems even a CW 
Signal covers a wide area. Then when you look at the display and 
realise you are tuning in 10Hz increments it starts to sink in. Not 
sure if it was mentioned earlier, but the 500 is great on PSK31. Plug 
the cable into the sound card and serial port and you are in business. 


I think it is great we have companies like Patcomm and TenTec that are 
producing rigs that have an individual flavor to them. Same for the kit 
companies. Our hobby and QRPing would be a poorer place if we did not 
have the chance to pick a rig that fitted our preferences or which 
offered a different way of doing things.

Actually, not quite so. In spite of the fact video wiring uses various 75 
ohm cables, the practice until quite recently has been to use 50 ohm BNC 
connectors. This is because they are more common, and slightly more rugged. If 
you look at the female of a "true 75 ohm" pair you will see that there is no 
dielectric around the female pin. This makes them much more prone to getting 
garfed in the connection process. There is also less dielectric in most of the 
"true 75 ohm" males. Some manufacturers use a different dielectric material which 
is clear in the "true 75 ohm" connector. I put "true 75 ohm" in quotes because 
there is a history with BNCs. While it is true that all analog video gear up to 
now has used 50 ohm BNCs, the advent of digital television has raised interest in 
going to "matched impedance lines" as HD video has a bandwidth beyond 1.4 gHz. 
Some manufacturers began offering a "75 ohm" BNC connector which made the proper 
dielectric modifications, but continued to use the larger 50 ohm pin. Perhaps for 
compatibility with existing 50 ohm sockets. The result of using a 50 ohm pin and 
a 75 ohm plug body produced a connector with an impedance somewhere in the 
vicinity of 68 ohms. When users began to realize what was happening, there was a 
small flap, and "true" 75 ohm connectors were offered with the proper size pin. 
The fact is, that I have never observed any problems with any of the three 
connectors on analog video, standard definition digital signals, or high 
definition digital signals. The fact is that some manufacturers continue to use 
50 ohm connectors on chassis equipment even though stations are putting in 75 ohm 


plugs -- proabaly because when all is said and done, it doesn't make any real 
difference. While you can see any almost connector on a cable with a TDR or 
network analyzer as a "bump" in the cable, it is highly questionable whether you 
will ever see any practical effect, especially at HF radio frequencies in usual 
ham radio applications.
